RAILROAD BUYS 
LOCAL TRACT 


Union Pacific 
Land Near City Limits 


Site to be Used for Shops, It 
is Reported 

Half Million Dollars Paid for 
316 Acres 


For a considefation of $500,900 
the Union Pacific Railroad yester- 
day purchased 6516 acres of land 
just east of the city limits of Los 
Angeles from the Carro! W. Gates 
estate. The property bounds the 
city of Montebello on the south- 
west. It is reported that the ral 
road purchased the land as ea site 


for new shops, warehouses and 48 
sernbling yards 

Sometime ago it was announced 
that the Union Pacific would spend 
$29,006,000, in Los Angeles and the 
immediate vicinity. This, it its 


said, it the s@cond allotment of this 


sum spent by the railroad. 

The sale consummated yesterday 
has been in progress for a number 
of weeks, during which time many 
officials of the railroad came from 
the East to visit the site for the 
new shops. The deal was made by 
Ellis Mallery and N. K. Potter. 
The former represented the Gates 
estate, while the latter acted as the 
agent for the railroad Lather 
Emery and Gerald Rogers also as- 
sisted tn making the transaction. 

The men who made the sale went 
to the railway and fru convinced 
officials of that organization that 


the tract was the best location for 


the buildings which the railway 


will erect. It is reported that these 


men encountered a great deal of 
difficulty in closing the sale, it be- 
ing necessary for them to collect 
much data on possible routes by 
which & railroad could enter Los 
Angeles. When they had con- 
vinced the purchasers of the vajue 
of the 616 acres, the sale was 
ended. 

The sale was not made by real 
estate dealers, for Mallery and Pot- 
ter are local ofl “operators. The 
land, however, was not sold as oil 
land but as a site for the railroad 


improvements.
